2. The following amendments to the licensing conditions are notified for the information of the 
trade. 

3 . Change in the forms of the contract and Payment Certificates. 

Forms of Contract Certificates and Payment Certificates were reproduced as Annexures VI * 
VIII, and IX respectively to the abovementloned Public Notice. The U. K. Government have 
recently revised these forms and have desired that the revised forms should be used for all future 
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transactions under all loans. Copies of the revised forms are attached as Annexures to this Public 
Notice. The imorte-s should therefore note and add,e their sunnllers while placing 
orders or entering into contracts and opilin? Letters of Credits, that in future they should use 
the revised forms only. In respect of contracts already entered into and/or Letters of 
Credits established prior to the issue of this Public Notice, the importers should, if pos¬ 
sible, try to adopt the revised forms, but the old forms will continue to be accepted. 

4. Waiver of contract acceptance by the U. K. authorities for contracts upto £ to,000/- each. 

The U. K. Government have now agreed that contracts upto a value of £ 10,000 each 
would not need their approval. Accordingly, importers should adopt the following procedure in 
future. 


(a) For Contracts above £ ro,000 each. 

The instructions laid down in paragraphs 6 and 7 of the Licensing Conditions will conti¬ 
nue to apply. 

(b) For contracts upto £ 10,000 each. 

Copies of contracts will continue to be sent to the ICICI, who will themselves approve 
such contracts and authorise the opening of Letters of Credits. The request of 
L/C authorisation envisaged in para 7 (&) (i) of the Licensing Conditions can be 
made after a communication regarding the approval of the contract by the ICICI.
